Senate Munitions Committee rec- 
ommended in a majority report to- 
day the nationalization of enough 
industrials plants to produce war- 
ships, guns and powder for the 
peace-time needs of the army and 
pavy. 

This report was presented by four 
members of the committee, while 
three others dissented. 

Supporting the majority views 
were Chairman Nye (Rep.), North 
Dakota; Clark (Dem.), Missouri; 
Pope (Dem.), Idaho, and Bone 
(Dem.), Washington, The minority 
view was presented by Senators 
Vandenberg (Rep.), Michigan; 
George (Dem.), Georgia, and Bar- 
bour (Rep.), New Jersey. 

“The committee majority,” the re- 
port said, “recommends Govern- 
ment ownership of facilities ade- 
quate for the construction of all

Austrian Police Pick Up _Alex- 
ander Klein in Vienna for 
Questioning.

PARIS, April 20.—United States 
authorities were informed today 
that another man has been taken 
into custody in connection with the 
theft of more than $1,500,000 in 
bonds from a New York bank in 
January, 1935. 

Austrian’ police said they had 
picked up Alexander Klein, brother 
of Bernard Klein, in Vienna. He 
will be questioned in connection 
with the actions of his brother, who 
already is under arrest in Paris, 
awaiting extradition proceedings. 

The Austrians reported that the 
police in Czechoslovakia had been 
asted to arrest another brother, 
Joseph Klein, thought to be in Bra- 
tislava. 

It was stated there were no 
charges against Alexander and Jo- 
seph, but that every line of inquiry 
concerning the whereabouts of pos- 
sible accomplices in the Wall street 
theft was being pursued. 


New York police say a woman, 
Pia Ferrara Davico, gave them the 
information which led to arrest in 
Paris of two allegéd members of a 
gang which robbed two New York 
banks of $2,000,000 in bonds. The 
woman-—in no way implicated in 
the crimes, according to police—said 
she was the wife of an Italian .Mar- 
quis from whom she has been sep- 
arated.

OLD BREWERY BURNS 
AT SARAH AND DUNCAN

/Two Buildings Destroyed, Two 
Damaged in Blaze From 
Brush Fire. 


Fire which apparently started in 
a patch of dry.weeds, swept through 
four abandoned buildings on Sarah 
street, between Duncan avenue and 
the Wabash Railroad tracks today 
causing flames and smoke which 
were visible several miles. 

Fanned by a brisk west wind, the 
fire, which broke out shortly after 
3 p. m., destroyed two buildings 


one of which was filled with dry 
shavings, and damaged two others 
one formerly occupied by the old 
Empire Brewery. 

It was a spectacular blaze, the 
flames at times rising high in the 
air over the top of the largest cf 
old brewery buildings, about the 
equivalent in height of a 5-story 
structure, and the dense black 
smoke billowing up to 200 feet 
above the roof.

MOOSE RIVER, N. S., April 20. 
—While rescue crews, nearing ex- 
haustion, picked. at underground 


was right, men on the surface said 
at 2:30 p. m. today they thought 
they would reach two men still liv- 
ing after eight days below ground, 
within two hours. 

Dr. D. E. Robertson, part owner 
of the Moose River gold mine, and 
Charles Alfred Scadding, his time- 
keeper, were still living. Dr. Rob- 
ertson’s partner, Herman R. Ma- 
gill, Toronto lawyer, was dead. 


Nothing had been heard from the 
two men below ground since 9 
a. m., when Dr. Robertsofi reported 
that he and Scadding could “hold 
out.” 

Communications between the 
surface and the 141%foot level 
where the men are trapped were 
improved this morning by the low- 
ering of a tiny microphone on a 
slim wire through #,S-inch pipe 
which.led down 100 feet to where 
the men were entombed. Previous 
communications had been shouted 
through the pipe. 

The pair reported late 
through their microphone they 
could hear rescuers’ breaking 
through into their prison from the 
old Reynolds shaft. 

They Ask “How Long?” 

The trapped men at 2/30 p. m. 
asked “When are you going to biow 
the shaft? Are you goin, to blisi’?” 
The men on the surfaze could not 
use the telephone line for their en- 
swer, for it was set up for one-way 
communication only. They shouted 
down the pipe through which the 
wire was strung that they were nct 
blasting; that they were making an 
entrance into the prison chamber, 
they hoped, by pick and shovel. 

The men below asked: “Do you 
expect to get us out today?” “Yes!” 

“Thanks. Will you get us out in 
one hour’s time?” “No,” 

“Will you get us out in two hours’ 
t:me?” “Yes.” 

It was apparent from other por- 
tions of the conversation that the 
men below were having difficulty 
in moving and that they intended to 
sit still and to wait for the rescue 
party to come through. 

Missed Shaft Once. 

One and one-half huurs after they 
had estimated that they only had 
five feet to go through solid rock 
to reach the entombed men, they 
said they were afraid they had 
missed the old Meagher shaft lead- 
ing to the cave where the men 
were caught. 

They started at once to make a 
cross cut from their dangerous gal- 
lery in an effort to tap the shaft. 

Shouting down a 100-foot bore to 
the pit where the men are en- 
tombed, Mine Manager F. D. Hen- 
derson had told them earlier that 
rescue workers would have them 
out within a few hours. 

Rescueis Disregard Safety. 

The miners were burrowing in 
through loose rocks without stop- 
ping to timber up their passages. 

This morning Dr. Robertson said. 

“You needn't get through to us 
for 10 or 12 hours or longer. We 
can hold out.”

PROCESSION TAKES 
TWO HOURS TO PASS 


Demonstration Eyeopener 
to Retired Officers — 
French and British En- 
voys Do Not Attend.

BERLIN, April 20.—Remilitarized 
Germany paid’ homage today to. 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler on his forty-| 
seventh birthday by staging the big- | 
gest military parade held in Berlin | 


In its demonstration, the Reichs- 
wehr revealed for the first time 
that it considers its tank units as 
a separate entity and not merely 
an auxiliary arm of other forces 
such as infantry. 

Nearly 300 two-man tanks,  be- 
sides scores of large and medium 
tanks, rumbled past Hitler as the 
crowd cheered this new develop- 
ment of military science. The ap- 
plause given the tanks was louder 
than that accorded any other 
branch of the service on review. 

Military experts estimated that 
Germany already enjoys a numer- 
ical superiority in tanks over other 
European nations. 

Lasts Almost Two Hours. 

The parade proveo an eye-opener 
to old, retired officers, who, in their 
pre-war spiked helmets and color- 
ful uniforms, enhanced the festive 
picture in the historic Tiergarten, 

For almost two hours, column 
after column marched past Der 
Fuehrer and his high officers. 


Motoreycles, Howitzers, trucks 
and anti-aircraft guns were in- 
cluded. 


On three different occasions lit- 
tle girls broke through the rum- 
bling ranks to @hake hands with 
Hitler. 

Der Fuehrer wore a storm troop 
uniform. The ranking officers of 
the army stood on the reviewing 
platform with him. 

The entire German Cabinet at- 
tended, but the French and British 
Ambassadors, as well as the Minis- 
ters of Yugoslavia, Czechoslovakia 
and Rumania were conspicuously 
absent. 

Today’s parade showed that the 
famous Prussian goose step and 
precision close-order drill again was 
an integral part of German military 
discipline. 

Every military formation, from 
infantry to “air force marines,” was 
represented, but the high light of 
the day was indisputably the two- 
man tanks, which already have been 
nicknamed “motor coffins.” 

Hitler conferred birthday honors 
on Gen, Werner von Blomberg, Min- 
ister of War, who was raised to a 
Field Marshal. Civil medals also 
were conferred on a dozen promi- 
nent Germans, together with the 
titular rank of “professor,” includ- 
ing the pianist, Wilhelm Backhaus. 

Gen. Werner von Fritsch, chief 
of the army general staff, and Her- 
mann Wilhelm Goering, Air Minis- 
ter, were made Colonel-Generals 
and Von Fritsch and Erich Raeder, 
Chief of Admiralty, were raised to 
the rank of Reich Ministers. 

Parades in Other Centers. 

The Wilhelmstrasse was thronged 
with crowds, cheering Hitler en- 
thusiastically as he appeared on a 
balcony to review the troops which 
passed before the chancellory, while 
similar parades were held in army 
centers throughout the Third Reich. 

Official figures were that 489 
officers, 13,932 men, 977 horses and 
1573 motorized vehicles participat- 
ed in the Berlin parade of the army 
which Der Fuehrer strengthened a 
year ago in violation of the World 
War treaty of Versailles. 

An infantry division, three ar- 
mored car divisions, a battalion. of 
marines, the aviation regiment and 
three anti-aircraft units marched, 
together with some 20 bands. 


ITALIANS DENY PLANES FIRED —

Denounce Ethiopian Version Inci- 
dent as Inaccurate in Tele- 
gram to League. 
GENEVA, April 20.—The Ethi-

ADDIS ABABA, April 20.—Ru- 
mors that the Italian troops were 
nearing the capital precipitated a 
rush of native residents from _ the 
city today, but most of the foreign- 
ers remained, encamped in the big 
yards of the legations. 

The city was virtually deserted, 
with the Government offices, the 
Postoffice, tne Customs House, and 
the bank among the few establish- 
ments carrying on activities. 

The bare-footed, blue-uniformed 
police of Emperor Haile Selassie 
maintained strict supervision over 
the populace. 

The British legation, best- 
equipped for defense, was besieged 
by hundreds of persons of many 
races, seeking protection. 

Hundreds of Armenians, legally 
under French protection, were 
among the foreigners showing pref- 
erence for the British legation, with 
its well-fortified compound and 
bomb-proof cellars, on the outskirts 
of the city, 

How Foreigners Live. 

Foreigners were living under 
tents above the legations, most of 
which are situated on the eastern 
hills, nearest to the Italian advance 
from the northern front. They 
were doing their own cooking there 
and washing in streams cutting 
through the legation grounds. 

Captain Del Valle, a Cuban at- 
tached to the Ethiopian armies in 
the north, who reached the capital 
yesterday in a torn, begrimmed uni- 
form, declared: 

“If the Italians take the capital, 
it does not mean the end. We'll fall 
back to the hills and fight as long 


as the Emperor remains in the 
field.” 
A rush began on the Bank of 


Ethiopia, which is under the man- 
agement of British officials. The 
bank regularly pays in silver Maria 
Theresa thalers, minted in Austria, 
or in banknotes, in accordance with 
the resquests of its clients. The 
bank was issuing checks for foreign 
money, but not delivering bank- 
notes. 
Red Cross Moving. 

The entire British Red Cross or- 
ganization was reported leaving for 
an undisclosed destination in the 
interior, where it will keep close 
contact with the Emperor. 

The Belgian military mission, 
which had decided to leave the 
country, postponed at the last min- 
ute yesterday its departure for Dji- 
bouti, French Somaliland. 

Fresh native troops from remote 
provinces moved into the north to 
reinforce Haile Selassie’s retreat- 
ing troops, while Crown Prince 
Asfa Wosan rallied his men soutn 
of Dessye, which they evacuated 
last week just before the Italian oc- 
cupation. 

All able-bodied men, evgn those 
working tor Europeans, who were 
formerly exempted from service, 
were declared under compulsion to 
take up arms. 

The Ethiopian Young Men’s As- 
sociation began distributing arms 
to all men, women and boys alike 
who asked for them. The men 
were called on to go to the front, 
while the women remained behind 
to help guard the capital. 

Talk of Moving Capital. 

Removal of the seat of the gov- 
ernment from Addis Ababa to a 
more remote spot was believed to 
have been discussed in a secret 
meeting of chieftains and officials. 
No decision was announced, but of- 
ficials said police would maintain 
supervision..over the capital.

NEW NATIONAL 
MASS MEETING 


Troops’ Entrance Into 
Addis Ababa. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, April 20.—Orders went 
out today to all Fascist organiza- 
tions to hold themselves in readi- 
ness for what was believed to be 
a national mobilizatior. 

The great generai meeting would 
be similar to that which marked 
‘the beginning of the Italian-Ethi- 
‘opian war and an authoritative 
‘source indicated that the new mo- 
| bilization would mark the entrance 
‘of Italian troops into Addis Ababa. 

The new mobilization is to be 
¢entered around the mass meeting 
in Venezia Square in front of Pre- 
mier Mussolini's office, at which 
the Premier will speak. 

The signal for the mobilization 
will be given by sirens, bells, and 
radio throughout the country. 

Special orders have been given 
to solders to return to their bar- 
racks the moment they hear the 
signals, At the same time sailors 
on shore leave will return to their 
ships and aviators will go to their 
flying fields.

HOUSE PASSES BILL TO BOOST 
AIR FORCE TO 4000 PLANES 


Present Authorized Strength is 
1800; Measure Now Goes to 
Senate. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 20.—The 
House passed today a bill by Repre- 
senative Rogers (Dem.), New 
' Hampshire, authorizing an increase 
of army air corps strength to 4000 
planes. The measure now goes to 
the Senate. The present authorized 
strength is 1800 planes, but War 
Department officials contend the 
army corps is far below that fig- 
ure. 

The proposed increase would be 
built up over the next five years 
The House military committee re- 
port said 4000 planes was the mini- 
mum necessary for adequate na- 
tional defense. 

Pointing out that many foreign 
nations have large air-fleets and 
huge airplane carriers, the commit 
tee said: “These facts strongly em- 
phasize that our nation is no longer 
protected from air attacks because 
of the wide extent of the Atlantic 
and Pacific Oceans and we must 
govern ourselves accordingly.” 

The House at the same time 
passed a companion bill by Chair- 
man McSwain (Dem.), South Caro- 
lina, of the House Military Com- 
mittee, for organization of an air 
reserve training corps. It contem- 
plates training of youths between 
17 and 24 under War Departmen’ 
supervision. 


GERMAN MINISTER TO EGYPT 


Baron Eberhard von Stohrer 
Thought to Have Become Strand- 
ed in Desert in Car.

CAIRO, Egypt April 20.—After a 
day-long search by airplanes, Baron 
Eberhard von Stohrer, German Min- 
ister to Egypt, was still missing at 
dusk today. 

A telephone message from Baha- 


the diplomat had been found there, 
but an Egyptian air force machine 
landed on the spot and reported 
back that there was no trace of 
the Minister. 

Authorities said they feared 
Baron von Stohrer had been strand- 
ed in the middle of the desert in his 
automobile.

His speech followed one by Baron 
Pompeo Aloisi, Premier Mussolini's 
representative here, in which Aloisi 
declared Italy would not stop short 
of occupation of nearly all of Ethi- 
opia, and in which he defended the 
use of gas as a reprisal against 
atrocities. 

In an emphatic speech Eden de 


clared the question of the use of 
gas “cannot be passed over in si- 
lence.” Aloisi had declared the 
anti-gas treaty of 1925 “does not 
abolish the right of reprisals 
against atrocities such as our 
troops have suffered.” 

He attacked the Ethiopian dele

gation vehemently, accusing its 
members of having decided even 
before they reached Geneva to re 
fuse to negotiate for peace.

BARTOW, Fila, April 20.—-The 
background of corrupt elections in 
Tampa was injected today in the 
first of Florida's flogging trials 


when defense counsel launched a 


bitter political attack, seeking to 
impugn the motives of the Modern 
Democrats and assailing the con- 
duct of an election which swept 
State’s Attorney Rex Farrior of 
Hillsborough County, chief of the 
prosecution, into office. 

Seeking to show that organizers 
of the Modern Democrats, which 
included the three flogging victims, 
did not form the organization until 
last September although there was 
a “notoriously corrupt election” the 
previous year, Pat Whitaker, chief 
of defense counsel, injected past 
political issues into the case. 

As the jury was excluded when the 
State objected to the line of defense 
questioning the attorney, former 
State Senator, referred to the elec- 
tion of 1934- when he was defeated 
for the Senate by Henry C. Tillman, 
as “a gigantic steal which stinks in 
the nostrils of every decent citizen 
in Florida.” 

Opposing Views of Counsel. 
He was interrupted by counsel 
for the State, protesting that “if we 
go into all the corrupt elections 
held in our sister county we will be 
here until Christmas—may never 
finish.” 

The defense contended that the 
State, in eliciting from its witness 
Walter Roush, one of the heads of 
the Modern Democrats that it was 
formed -to “clean up politics § in 
Tampa,” had “opened the floodgates 
to the defense.” . Among other 
things, the defense asserted it was 
endeavoring to show whether the 
Modern Democrats desired to clean 
up politics or represented “a subter- 
fuge to create a Communistic or- 
ganization.” 

The State urged that the only is- 
sue before the jury is “whether the 
crime was committed and if the 
defendants did it.” 

Attacks Prosecutor. 

When the jury returned, Whit- 
aker, through his questioning of 
Roush, again assailed the 1934 elec- 
tion tactics as “the crookedest elec- 
tion ever held in the county,” and 
then attacked Farrior, shouting: 
“You knew I was a candidate and 
I and my friends were defeated and 
Mr. Farrior and his friends were 
elected?” 

Roush, who was on the stand as 
court recessed for luncheon, ex- 
plained the Modern Democrats 
were not organized for more than 
® year after the 1934 election be- 
cause the time was not then oppor- 
tune and it took time to. circulate 
petitions to enable the organiza- 
tion's candidates to get on the bal- 
lot. When the organization was 
formed, in time to participate in an 
election shortly before the flog- 
Rings, he asserted that it was 
deemed the time had come “when 
people were willing to vote for a 
man who had no crooked political 
background.” 

Fireman's Part in Movement. 

Further questioning elicited the 
statement that the city fireman, 
who was released at the police sta- 
tion when the other participants in 
the Modern Democrats’ meeting 
were arrested Nov. 30, “made him- 
self secretary o. the By-Laws Com- 
mittee.”

SAN FRANCISCO STRIKE

ROBINSON, HASTINGS 
WRANGLE IN SENATE 


Delaware Republican Praises 
Al Smith, Former Running 
Mate Denounces Him. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 20.—Sena- 
tor Robinson, running mate of 
Alfred E. Smith on the Democratic 
ticket of 1928, told the Senate today 
“former Gov. Smith is in bad com- 
pany when he lines up with the 
American Liberty League and its 
champion in the Senate.” He was 
replying to a speech by Senator 
Hastings (Rep.), Delaware, in 
praise of Smith and the league. 
Hastings had said President Roose- 
velt, Smith, John J. Raskob, Jouett 
Shouse and the du Ponts had been 
“truly buddies” in various political 
campaigns. 

“Oh ye gods and little angels! 
To think of Al Smith in the com- 
pan yof the Senator from Dela- 


ware!” Robinson shouted. 

Hastings sought to interrupt. 

“Oh, no ,sit down now,” Robin- 
son roared. 

Smith’s New Alliances. 

Robinson said Smith now has 
aligned with groups he opposed 
when he ran for the presidency and 
added: “He won't make the mistake 
of going to bed with the Senator 
from Delaware.” He described 
Hastings as hoping that “while Al 
is walking around he may walk 
into the unlighted and deserted 
camp (Hastings) occupier 
alone.” 

Hastings had Roosevelt depart- 
ing from principles to which the 
Democratic party had adhered in 
years past. 

Robinson cited the Roosevelt vote 
in the Illinois primary as compared 
with the combiuned vote for Borah 
and Knox and said: “If the Sen- 
ator from Delaware makes a few 
more speeches, the Republicans 
won't get any votes—Roosevelt wil] 
get ‘em all.”

Debate to Be Limited to 
16 Hourrs — Doughton 
Receives Unanimous Con- 
sent for Action.

WASHINGTON, April 20.—The 
House agreed today to start con- 
sideration of the new tax bill 
Thursday with debat~ limited to 16 
hours, divided equally between pro- 
ponents and opponents of the meas- 
ure. 

Chairman Doughton (Dem.), 
North Carolina, of the Ways and 
Means Committee obtained unani- 
mous consent for this procedure. 

The House also agreed that the 
committee should have until mid- 
night tomorrow to file majority 
and minority reports on the bill de- 
signed to raise approximately $799,- 
000,000. 

Byrns said the committee was 


ready to introduce the bill tomor- 
row and might file a report on it 


‘by Tuesday night. He added he did 


not expect the House to reach a 
vote until the first of next week. 
Slow Progress Expected. 

Leaders said it would be a month 
or more before it was finally en- 
acted. The Senate Finance Commit- 
tee probably will hold two weeks of 
public and executive hearings. The 
same amount of time will be needed 
for Senate action, leaders said, As 
in the past, a flood of amendments 
will be offered. 

As finally written by the House 
subcommittee the bill provides for 
a tax on corporation net income 
graduated according to sums with- 
held from distribution to stock- 
holders, temporary extension of the 
existing capital stock and excess 
profits taxes, levies on foreign 
stockholders in domestic industries 
and a windfall tax designed to re- 
capture from processors a part of 
unpaid or refunded processing 
levies. 

No estimate of the actual revenue 
the bill would produce was available 
today, but the committee was aim- 
ing at $799,000,000. President Roose- 
velt had recommended a program 
that would finance the new farm 
subsidy and bonus prepayment acts, 
in addition to recovering losses from 
the outlawing of the AAA. 

Flood Control in Senate. 

While the Senate, free from Jl 
days of an impeachment trial, re- 
sumes consideration of the Over- 
ton bill authorizing $275,000,000 for 
flood control werks on the Lower 
Mississippi River, a House appro- 
priations subcommittee will con- 
tinue efforts tomorrow to complete 
a deficiency bill carrying the $1,-

This request also faces a rocky 
road in the Senate, where Reput- 
licans and some Democrats will 
seek a change in the present system 
of administering relief expenditures.

“We need peace in Ethiopia in 
order to meet any threat to peace 
in Europe,” he said. “We need 
peace in Ethiopia so that Italy may 
participate in the work of Euro- 
pean reconstruction.” 

He agreed with Eden that war 
atrocities should be stopped, but 
he said that war could never be 
made humane. 

Viadimir Potemkin, Vice-Com- 
missar for Foreign Affairs of Rus- 
sia, said the experiences of the 
last few months had brought fresh 
anxiety to the friends of the 
League. 

“They notc with anguish,” he 
said, “the growing tendency among 
members of the League to treat an 
aggression with tolerance—indeed, 
the more arrogant an aggressor iz, 
the more noticeable the tendency to 
treat him tolerantly. 

“The most dangerous is the fact 
that all this is happening at a time 
when there is the most imperative 
need to unite all efforts to prevent 
the catastrophe with which all man- 
kind is threatened. 

“The lack of certitude that all 
members of the League wil act to- 
gether against any aggressor is the 


psychological factor which weak- 


ens the League.” 

Eden’s declaration on poison gas 
was supported by representatives of 
Portugal, Denmark and Turkey. 
The Danish Council member de- 
clared Denmark not only favored 
continuance of existing sanctions 
against Italy, but was ready to dis- 
cuss new penalties if such means 
might bring peace in East Africa. 

Representatives of Chile, Ecua- 
dor and Rumania urged new efforts 
to end the war by conciliation. 

“It would be premature to aban- 
don ourselves to despair,” said Gon- 
zalo Zaldumbide of Ecuador. 

Aloisi Attacked Eden. 

Before the council adjourned its 
public session to begin a private 
meeting, Baron Aloisi delivered 
himself of an attack on Eden for 
what he called the Briton’s failure 
to give sufficient importance’ to 
atrocities by the Ethiopians. 

“If Mr. Eden had denounced 
these Ethiopian atrocities at the 
time they were reported by us,” said 
Baron Aloisi, “world public opinion 
would have been informed of these 
important facts and the conditions 
of the war might have undergone 
a change for the better. 

“I would remind the representa- 
tive of Great Britain that the Ital- 
ians who have been victims of 
atrocities also have mothers and 
children.” 

Aloisi said any armistice must 
provide for assurance against the 
danger of Ethiopian remobilization 
and rearmament. 

“To put it otherwise,” he contin- 
ued, “this means an armistice must 
assure occupation of all centers of 
mobilization including the capital 
itself and frontier points through 
which arms may be delivered to 
Ethiopia. 

“In other words, it means prac- 
tically occupation of enemy terri- 
tory in its entirety.” 

He accused the Ethiopian delega- 
tion of responsibility for collapse 
of League conciliation efforts, re- 
ported to the Council by Salvador 
de Madariaga of Spain, chairman 
of the Council’s Committee of 13. 

Ethiopian Reply. 

The Ethiopian delegate, Wolde 
Mariam, in a brief reply, declared 
“Ethiopia fully maintains its pre- 
vious position” that peace negotia- 
tions must be conducted through 
the League and in the spirit of the 
Covenant, recognizing Ethiopia’s 
sovereignty. 

The Council, after receiving the 
Conciliation Committee’s report 
and hearing the Italian and Ethi- 
opian addresses in a morning ses- 
sion, adjourned until 3 p. m. 

Resolution Prepared. 

Meeting privately after the pub- 
lic session, Council members drew 
up a resolution expressing regret 
that information Italy had provided 
to the Committee of 13, concerning 
acceptance of the League peace ap- 
peal, had hindered the conciliation 
efforts. 

The draft of the resolution, to be 
presented for adoption by the Coun- 
cil, said: 

“We regret that under these cir- 
cumstances a cessation of hostili- 
ties has not been realized and the 
war continues under conditions 
which have been declared by the 
52 members of the League to be a 
violation of the Covenant.” 


It continued: “We address to Italy 
a supreme appeal, so that in the 
existing circumstances which 


tions to safeguard peace, Italy may 
bring to a solution her conflict with 
Ethiopia in the spirit of the League, 
which one has the right to expect 
from a country which helped to 
found the League and is a perma- 
nent member of the Council.” 
Reference to Poison Gas. 

The resolution concluded by con- 
firming that the anti-poison gas 
convention of 1925 was obligatory 
on both belligerents, who are signa- 
tories to the convention. 

The resolution was drawn up by 
representatives of Spain, Finland, 
Norway, Sweden and the Nether- 
lands. 

An attempt by some Powers to 
have the Council, executive body of 
the League, adjourn until May 11 
without adopting any resolution on 
the Italian-Ethiopian war was frus- 
trated by the so-called 
Powers. 

Stanley M. Bruce of Australia, 
president, presided over the Coun- 
cil session. 

De Madariaga reported peace ef- 
forts had failed because Italy de- 
manded “direct negotiations,” and 
Ethiopia insisted on negotiations 
with the League. 

After De Madariaga read his re- 
port, Baron Aloisi told the Coun- 
cil: 

“Responsibility for the failure can 
in no wise be laid at the door of 
my Government.” 

No government has given such 
proof of good will toward § the 
League as the Italian Government, 
“which has remained in the League, 
even after that denial of justice of 
which Italy has complained,” he 
said. 

“It should be understood that the 
Italian Government is attached to 
its own principles and that it will 
maintain these principles, but I re- 
peat that Italy does not refuse to 
discuss peace,” he continued. 

He defended, point by point, Mus- 
solini’s terms for direct negotia- 
tions between the two belligerents 
outside Geneva and suspension of 
hostilities only after establishment 
of conciliation preliminaries. 

He said negotiations without 
League supervision were judged 
necessary by Italy as being the 
most practical and the most effica- 
cious method. He insisted this con- 
stituted no rejection of the spirit of | 
the League Covenant. 

“It is Italy from the start which | 
has insisted upon application of all | 
the Covenant, not only certain arti- 
cles,” he declared. “Italy especialiv 
demands not only the letter o fthe 
Covenant, but its spirit, which can 
have no significance unless it shows 
living comprehension of history, 
which is not a static image, but a 
dynamic functioning of human civ- 
ilization.” 

He pictured Italian troops as 
taking Ethiopia the benefits of re- 
construction and civilization. 

“The sword has been accompa- 
nied by the plow,” he said. “Over 
3000 miles of roads have been con- 
structed, 50 hospitals and numer- 
ous schools have been established, 
slavery has been abolished and chil- 
dren under 14 hindered from work- 
ing. 

“The fact that the populations 
are now fighting upon our side 
proves the spirit in which they are 
joining with Italy.” 

Conditions for Armistice. 

He defended particularly Italy’s 
insistence that a suspension of hos- 
tilities should come only after peace 
preliminaries have been agreed on. 
Otherwise, he said, the Ethiopians, 
making a pretext that negotiations 
had failed, would make it necessary 
for the Italian armies to begin mili- 
tary operations anew against reor- 
ganized and reinforced Ethiopian 
armies.

SUIT OVER SUNDAY 3,2 LAW 


FILED BY LIQUOR DEALERS 


300 Members of Association From 
St. Louis Bring Action Against 
State Supervisor. 

A suit to prevent E. J. Becker, 
State Supervisor of Liquor Control, 
from interfering with Sunday sales 
of 3.2 beer by St. Louis saloons un- 
der a new city ordinance, charging 
Becker with abuse of his authority 
by arbitrary rules, was filed in Cir- 
cuit Court today by 300 local liquor 
dealers, members of the State Re- 
tail Liquor Dealers’ Association. 
The suit, seeking an injunction 
against enforcement of the State 
law against Sunday sales, asserted 
that it amounted to class legisla- 
tion, through application in the case 
of Sunday 3.2 beer sales to estab- 
lishments licensed as saloons and 
5 per cent beer taverns, but not to 
those licensed only for 3.2 beer. The 
Attorney-General, in a recent opin- 
ion to Becker, held the saloons and 
S per cent beer places would vio- 
late the Liquor Control Act by any 
kind of Sunday sales. He did not 
rule in the case of 3.2 taverns, as 
beer of that variety has been de- 

fined by law as non-intoxicating. 

Reference was not made in the 
suit to the new city ordinance. 
Seven St. Louis liquor dealers have 
been cited by Becker to show 
cause why their licenses should not 
be revoked on charges of selling 
liquor Sunday, April 12.

President and Wife to Attend 
Burial at Fall River, 
Mass., Wednesday.

WASHINGTON, Apri! 20.—Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Roosevelt will jour- 
ney from the White House tomor- 
row night to attend the burial of 
Louis McHenry Howe, friend and 
secretary, at his former home, Fall 
River, Mass., on Wednesday morn- 
ing. 

Funeral services for Howe, who 
died in his sleep Saturday night at 
the Naval Hospital here, will be 
held in the east room of the White 
House tomorrow afternoon. 

The Rev. C. Ernest Smith, rector 
of the St. Thomas Episcopal 
Church, will conduct the: services 
for which final arrangements now 
are being completed. . 

President and Mrs. Roosevelt 
will accompany Mrs. Howe and her 
family to Fall River, leaving Wash- 
ington tomorrow night. 

From /Fall River the President 
will go to his home at Hyde Park, 
N. Y., to remain until Saturday, 
when he will motor to New York to 
speak that night before the Nation- 
al Democratic Clubs. He then will 
return to Washington. 


Mrs. Robert Baker, a daughter | 


of Howe, and her husband, Prof. 
Robert Baker, will arrive tomorrow 
from Urbana, Ill, to join Mrs. 
Howe, and Hartley, a son. Marvin 
H. McIntyre and Stephen T. Early, 
secretaries to the President, will 
join the funeral train to Fall River. 

Leaders of the Government and 
old friends will gather at 4 p. m. in 
the east room to honor the memory 
of the man who stood at elbow of 
Mr. Roosevelt throughout his rise 
from a New York State Senatorship 
to the presidency. 

Mr. Howe, who was 65, died of 
bronchial and heart trouble. 

The President ordered the flag of 
the White House placed at half- 
staff, and canceled all social engage- 
ments for today and tomorrow. He 
also called off a speech he was to 
have delivered today to the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution. 

Among the comments on Howe's 
death was a statement from New- 
ton D. Baker that “his devotion to 
his country was his outstanding 
characteristic; his death is a great 
loss.” 

The widow and her son reached 
here last night from Fall River, 
and were met by Mrs. Roosevelt. 

Howe's friendship with the man 
he affectionately called “the boss” 
began in Albany when Mr. Roose- 
velt was a State Senator and Howe 
a newspaper correspondent. 

Through success, failure and near- 
tragedy, they were inseparable. 
Howe was with Mr. Roosevelt when 
the latter was Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy in the Wilson adminis- 
tration; advised him in the unsuc- 
cessful drive for the vice-presidency 
in 1920, encouraged him through the 
attack of infantile paralysis, and 
was in the inner counsels during 
the 1932 campaign. 

After the presidency was won, Mr. 
Roosevelt said Howe and James A. 
Farley were responsible, above all 
others, for the “great victory.”

“Even a Cabinet officer, acting in 
a rate-making capacity affecting 
the livelihood of citizens engaged in 
the performance of a useful public 
service, must have some factual 
foundation for his action and his 
conclusions must be supported by | 
both evidence and evidentiary find- | 
ings, of which there are neither” in | 
this case. 

The Wallace order was termed |

A. P. Luncheon—Sir Willmott Lewis 
Cites Need of “Guarding the Guards.”

NEW YORK, April 20.—Henry L.. 
Mencken and Sir Willmott Lewis 
addressed the annual luncheon of 
the Associated Press today, with 
Mencken urging a greater empha- 
sis on editorial pages, and Sir Will- 
mott calling news “the chief source 
of opinion by which government in 
democratic countries must pro- 

Sir Willmott, Washington corre 
spondent of the London Times, in 
stressing the importance of a free 
press, said: 

“The newspapers of today are not 
in all lands free, but where they 
still have liberty and defend it— 
against enemies without and within 
—where they stand for discussion 
and agreement, setting themselves 
unbreakably against the regimenta- 
tion of custom and obedience by 
goose-step, even the cynic may find 
a place for hope.” 

Sir Willmott, recalling the origin 
of the expression of “the fourth 
estate” as used for the press, said 
“the press is no longer fourth in 
the hierarchy of national powers— 
it is hardly less than first in the 
sweep and continuity of its influ- 
ence.” 

Danger Within and Without. 


Both in England and in the 
United States; Sir Willmott said. 
the “danger which confronts what 
we call freedom of the press, is not 
chiefly from without, for that we 
can meet, but from within. 

“It is,” he said, “as I see it, a dan-

ger which grows with the growth 


of the newspaper system—the dan- 
ger that the freedom which makes 
us great and useful may make some 
among us too great, that individu- 
als may acquire a power which (if 
the freedom we demand is to be 
ours) they cannot be prevented 
from harnessing in the service of 
personal ambition rather than of 
the community from which their 
strength flows. * 

“We are all of us, each in his 
place and among the guardians of 
freedom, but ‘quid custodiet ipsos 
custodes?’ asked the _ stern old 
Roman-—who _ shall guard the 
guards themselves? 

“I beg of you earnestly to believe 
that these doubts are ‘not mine 
alone, but that they preoccupy the 
minds of innumerable men within 
my own craft, which is that of 
writer, not publisher.” 


Only Critics Left. 


' 


Mencken of the Baltimore Sun | 
papers said the newspaper “is not 
only a news monger; it is also a 
critic.” 
| “That it may be a bad one is be- 
side the point; -nine-tenths of all 
critics are bad ones,” the editor and 
writer said. “The essential thing is 
that it is the only critical agency of 
any genuine competence and infhu- 
ence that is left in the American 
scheme of things. 

“The pedagogues of the country, 
when they became public jobhold- 
ers, cut their own throats—as many 
of them now begin to realize. No 
one pays any attention to them any 
more; when they are heard of at all 
it is as comic characters. The pul- 
pit has gone further and _ fared 
worse; in most communities it is 
now tolerated only in so far as it 
confines itself to post-mortem mat- 
ters, and never says anything that 
can be either proved or disproved. 

“The halis of legislation hardly 
deserve to be mentioned at all... 

“The Opposition in the English 


and, as we saw only lately, is really 
able to influence Government pol- 
icy. But in Congress, the minority 
has no rights that the majority is 
bound to respect... 

Newpapers’ Duty. 

“This leaves the field open to the 
newspapers of the country. They 
constitute its only effective opposi- 
tion, and one of their clearest duties 
is to keep a wary eye on the gentle- 
men who operate this great nation, 
and only too often slip into the as- 
sumption that they own it. 

“I don’t argue here that newspa- 
pers ought always to be again’ the 
Government. Far from it. Ali I 
argue is that they ought to be ready 
for it when, as and if it needs atten- 
tion. 

“And when they have something 
to say about it, whether in challenge 
or in commendation, they ought to 
say something in type legible at a 
distance of at least six inches and 
under headlines suitable to the im- 
portance of the subject and in a 
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House of Commons is a living force, } 


place less depressing than the fu- 
neral parior of the editorial page.” 

To remedy this, Mencken said ed- 
itors should bring attention to 
their editorials, continuing: 

“|. When there is really some- 
thing to be said, why not say it 
where people will hear it? Why go 
down irto the cellar to hold an auc- 
tion sale—and selling ideas is an auc- 
tion precisely like any other? Why 
not go out on the sidewalk and ring 
a bell?” 

Interpretation of News. 

In calling for vigorous editorial 
writing, Mencken said: 

“The effort to keep the news col- 
umns clean of editorializing has re- 
acted on the editorial page itself. 

“We have all worked so hard— 
and no one less than the directors 
of the Associated Press—to néake 
news-writing really impartial ‘that 
we have come near making edi- 
torial-writing impartial, too. Is that 
an improvement? I have some 
doubt of it. . ; 

“The first job of a newspaper, to 
be sure, is to print the news, and 
nowhere on earth is it done more 
diligently or more honestly than in 
this great free republic. ... 

“But printing the bare news is 
only half the job. The rest is in- 
terpreting it, showing what it sig- 
nifies, getting some sense and co- 
herence into it.” 

Frank B. Noyes Speaks. 

Frank B. Noyes, publisher of the 
Washington Star and president of 
the Associated Press, presided at 
the luncheon. 

Noyes paid tribute to both speak- 
ers. Mencken, he said, “is an ex- 
traordinary combination of a great 
journalist, a great radical and a 
great conservative.” ° 

In his capacity of Washington 
correspondent of the London 
Times, Noyes said Sir Willmott 
“has rendered a great service to the 
English speaking peoples. For day 
by day, year by year, he has inter- 
preted to Great Britain the chang- 
ing currents of thought in the 
United States sympathetically, jntel- 
ligently and comprehensively, to the 
enormous advantage of both com- 
monwealths. His understanding of 
our problems, our people, is, I be- 
lieve, as complete as that of any 
man.” :

“Austin Pilgreen said that he. in- 
tended to cut Barker’s throat but 
the knife was thrust down his 
throat instead,” R. C. Northcut, jail- 
er, said. “He told us that he 
‘wished he had killed him.’” 

The assault took place at the 
Fairyland rural school near Fouke, 
where pupils were staging a spring 
playlet before 100 farmers, their 
wives and children. 

Northcut said Austin Pilgreen as- 
serted Barker attacked him several 
weeks ago with a knife and that he 
was severely wounded. 

“While the play was in progress,” 
Northcut said, “The Pilgreen boys 
started cutting the harness off 
Barker’s mule. Two women saw 
them and remonstrated. They said 
the Pilgreens cursed them, causing 
them to enter the school building 
and inform Barker. 

“When ‘Barker went out, he told 
us that the Pilgreen boys grabbed 
him. Two of them held him while 
a third attacked him with the 
knife.” 

Barker later made his way to the 
Texarkana hospital, and mumbled 
hig story of the attack.

OF JAW REBUILDING 


Dr. H. B. Robison, in City for 
Orthodontists Meeting, 
Describes Work. 


As members of the American 5o- 
ciety of Orthodontists gathered at 
Hotel Jefferson today for the thir- 
ty-fourth annual meeting of the so- 
ciety, which will extend through 
Thursday, one of the early arrivais, 
Dr. Homer B. Robison of Hutchin- 
son, Kan., outlined the history of 
orthodontia, the science of straight- 
ening teeth, jaws and dental 
arches. 

“Malocclusions,” or improper po- 
sitions of the jaws, were seldom 
found in prehistoric man, he said. 
Mailformed mouths developed with 
the changed to foods and habits of 
civilized life. Attempts to straighten 
teeth with crude metal appliances 
were made as early as the sixteenth 
century, but the late Dr. Edward 
H. Angle of St. Louis, in about 1900, 
was the first to develop a practical! 
technique. 

Dr. Angle, Dr. Robinson related, 
was the first to classify malocclu- 


sions, study the relationship be- 
tween upper and lower jaws, and | 
advocte specialization in orthodon-— 
tia as distinct from dentistry. As| 
a result of his work, the American | 
Society of Orthodontists was found- | 
ed here in 1901. | 

“Scientific treatment of dental 
deformities has made rapid senegenn | 
since then;’ Dr. Robison said. “It) 
began with attempts to move an) 
improperly placed tooth into posi- | 
tion and has developed until the, 
dental arch may be widened or, 
the position of the jaw altered 
with appliances. 

“The bones cannot be bent or 
sprung, but as gently stimulating 
pressure from the appliances slow- 
ly moves a tooth, the bony struc- 
ture in front of it disappears and 
new bone is built up in the new 
position. The actual shape of 
bones in the jaw can gradually be 
changed.

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ELSWORTHS HP 
BACK IN NEW YOR 


17 Men and Stowaway Cat Re- 
turn From Expedition to 
Little America. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 20. — Home 
from Little America, Lincoln Elis- 
worth’s motorship Wyatt Earp 


came up the bay yesterday to’ end 
a trip halfway around the world: 
with an expeditionary force of 17 
men and a cat known as Hans. 
There was modest talk among the 
explorers about their claim of 350,- 
000 squaré miles at the South Pole 
for the United States, but most of 
the conversation concerned Hans, 
watching the New York skyline 
from a seat of honor atop the Po- 


plane lashed to the foredeck. 

Hans was a stowaway, and even 
explorers Lincoln Elisworth and 
Sir Hubert Wilkins, in charge of 
the Antarctic expedition, made no 
bones about it. 

Ship at Montevideo. 

The cat boarded the south-bound 
ship at Montevideo, Uruguay, un- 
invited. A mess boy took him back 
to town. When the boy returned 
to the ship, Hans was waiting for 
him. 

Later, they caught him eating 
The cook threw him 
overboard. One of the crew put 
out in a boat and got him back. 

Even though the crew said “he 
was too darned lazy to chase rats 
aboard ship,” he got to the Ant- 
arctic, missing only the Ellsworth- 
Hollick-Kenyon flight across the 
snow and ice when the two men 
were lost, to be rescued later by 
a British boat. 

New York's official welcoming 
committee went down the bay to 
greet the men, only to miss Sir 
Hubert, who got off the motor 
ship earlier at Quarantine. Elis- 
worth, who had arrived earlier by 
train, went along. 

Nothing for Doctor to Do. 

Aboard the ship was Dr. Theo- 
dore Schlossbach of Bradley Beach, 
N, J., the ship’s doctor, who said 
he had little or nothing to do on 
the long trip. 

“We had a scare once when we 
thought one of the boys had broken 
his leg in a crevass,” Schlossbach 
said. “But we cut off his boot and 
found out he was o. k. with that 
exception, and a couple of tooth- 
aches, the trip was uneventful from 
a physician’s standpoint.” 

It was Schlossbach’s first trip of 
any kind on a ship. 

Of his airplane flight with Pilot 
Hollick-Kenyon, Ellsworth said: 
“We were in no danger at all. 
When we landed—and were stuck 
—we had plenty of food. Matter 
of fact we were never lost at all. 
It was simply a matter of waiting 
until the boys came to get us.” 

The plane, Polar Star, had a 
crumpled fuselage, token of the last 
landing made on the flight across 
the ice plateaus of the South Pole 
region. Ellsworth said he would 
place it on exhibition here for sev- 
eral weeks while the 400-ton, 158- 
foot Polar ship stays in dock.

WASHINGTON, April 20.— A 
Treasury report disclosed today 
that more than $2,000,000,000_ re- 
mained in the $4,880,000,000 work 
relief fund at the end of the third 
quarter of this fiscal year, March

time were $2,515,082,158. During 
the first three months of this cal- 
endar year $843,000,000 of the re- 
lief money was spent.

Aside from the grants to states 
for direct relief, the report also 
showed what kind of work was be- 
ing performed for the money spent. 

It showed $442,000,000 had been 
spent for conservation work; $346,- 
000,000 for roads, streets and high- 
ways; $193,000,000 for public recrea- 
tional facilities, $98,000,000 for pub- 
lic buildings; $90,000,000 for educa- 
tional facilities; $76,000,000 for water 
and sewage systems; $59,000,000 for 
transportation facilities; $51,000,000 
for rural resettlement projects, and 
$14,000,000 for housing projects, and 
$121,000,000 for miscellaneous work. 

The exact unexpended balance on 
March 31, was $2,061,487,842. In- 
stead of being a $4,880,000,000 fund, 
the total available for the entire 
program was actually $4,576,570,000 
because some of the unappropriated 
sums authorized by Congress to be 
turned into the fund had not proved 
as large as expected. 

Out of the unexpended balance of 
a little more than $2,000,000,000, al- 
most a billion was obligated by the 
Government in various forms cf 
contracts, and almost all the rest 
of the fund had been allocated by 
the President. The Chief Executive 
still had available, however, $58,349,- 
000 which he had not allocated or 
obligated.

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MORRIS SET NEW RECORD IN DECATHLON DESPITE INJUR 
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COLORADO ACE 


PULLED TENDON 
IN FIRST EVENT.

LAWRENCE, Kan., April 20.—| 
The Kansas relays decathlon, | 
which cradled the three super-men | 
of the United States Olympic team 
in 1932, gave promise today of sup- 
plying more talent for the aill- 
around event next summer at Ber- 


lin, 

Competing .in the 10-event track 
and field grind for the first time, 
Gienn Morris, obscure motor car 
salesman from Fort Collins, Colo., 
established himself as one of the 
front ranking contenders here last 
Saturday by winning five firsts and 
amassing a total of 7576 points. 

His performance was little short 
of remarkable in that he went 
through the last nine events with 
a pulled leg tendon. The trim 175- 


pounder bettered the Olympic rec- 
ord set in 1932 by James Bausch, 
with Bausch’s performance figured 
under the system now in effect. 


Coffman Beat Own Mark. 


Although dimmed by Morris’ 
showing, the marks of two of his 
rivals rates them consideration for 
team membership. Clyde Coffman, 
who finished seventh in the 1932 
Olympics, scored 7136 points, 400 
more than his mark in 1935, when 
he won the event here. Jay Ber- 
wanger, brawny University of Chi- 
cago grid star, registered 6774 
points, a creditable performance so 
early in the year, 

The 1500-meter race, like the 
decathlon an official Olympic pre- 
liminary trial, left Glenn Cunning- 
ham, holder of the world mile rec- 
ord, with a victory and track fans 
still wondering if he was the Kan- 
sas flash of old. He won in 3:57.1, 
outstepping the field in the last 100 
yards, and finishing apparently 
fresh. 

Archie San Romani, who holds 
the national intercollegiate mile 
title, did not compete in the Olym- 
pic mile, but anchored the Emporia 
(Kan.) Teachers’ relay team which 
stepped the university distance 
mediey in 10:12.7 for a new world 
and American record. The old 
mark of 10:14 was set in 1933 by 
Manhattan College. San Romani 
was unofficially clocked in a frac- 
tion of a second over 4:12 for the 
mile he ran. 

Some fast-coming collegian may 
surprise the present four aces in 
the United States 1500-meter Olym- 
pic trials in July, Cunningham pre- 
dicted. 


Must Be at Best. 


Cunningham sees Bill Bonthron, 
Gene Venzke and Joe Mangan as 
his strongest logical contenders for 
the trip to Berlin in August. He 
has beaten and been defeated by 
each. 

But, said the former Kansas Uni- 
versity star, “whoever is at his peak 
for the trials will win. And it may 
be some fast-coming college star.” 

Cunningham refused to attempt 
to pick -the winner of the 1500- 
meters in the final Olympics trial. 

“Tt's entirely a matter of condi- 
tion,” he said. “Whoever is at his 
peak will win.” 

But he is certain that the win- 
ner’s time will be near the world 
record of 3:48.8 set by Bonthron, 
then of Princeton, in 1934. 

Bonthron. has not competed in 
any meet this spring. He is condi- 
tioning himself in Princeton for 
the Olympics trial. 

“From all I hear, Bonthron is 
coming along nicely,” Glenn said. 
“ “Venzke? He's as good as he 
was in 1932, when he was setting 
records for Pennsylvania U.—may- 
be better. Mangan? The New York 
A. C. runner is near peak form. 
They'll all be hard to beat in July.” 

Cunningham, who has not been 
impressive this spring, said he has 
been bringing himself along slowly 
so he “won't run myself out too 
early.”

Zev started in the Derby only 
because Sinclair had promised 
Matt Win to send his horse to 
the race. Zev was winterbook 
favorite and it might have looked 
bad had he failed to go to the 
post, with a ton of the public’s 
winter book money on him.

If everybody has 
been quoted correctly, Wayne Dail- 
lard, managing director of the Cali- 
fornia-Pacific Exposition, is willing 
to give a half-million and all Jacobs 
wants is the other half.

PHILADELPHIA, April 20.—If 
the luck of the draw means any- 
thing, the track teams from North 
Texas Teachers, Maryland and 
Manhattan can congratulate them- 
selves today on the spots they 
have picked for the University of 
Pennsylvania Relay Carnival this 


week-end. 

' The Texans probably got the big- 
gest break in drawing pole posi- 
tions for both the classic one-mile 
varsity event, as well as the fresh- 
man mile in the forty-second an- 
nual relays on Franklin Field.

— Wholesale sui- 
cides and “mercy” killings were re- 
ported today in Szeckwan Province, 
once the “Paradise of China” but 
now called’ “China’s Hell.” 


This section is suffering the 
worst famine with an accompany- 
ing drouth in China’s history. Con- 
firmed reports show that dogs and 
cats have been eaten and even ro- 
dents are prized by hunger-stricken 
peasants. 

Reports coming in from the prov- 
ince portray conditions difficult to 
believe but which are considered 
authentic. 

30,000,000 Reported Affected. 

This great territory of interior 
Asia heretofore had been so highly 
developed agriculturaly that its 70,- 
000,000 inhabitants had escaped 
famines, floods and _ pestilence 
which repeatedly scourged other 
sections of China. 

Latest reports on the famine in- 
dicate 30,000,000 persons are affect- 
'ed instead of the 20,000,000 first re- 
ported. There has been no tabula- 
tion of deaths. Reports only say 
tens of thousands have died from 
starvation or accompanying illness- 
es or have committed suicide to end 
the agony.

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No Rival Political Parties — 
Under New Russian Constitution 


Direct Voting to Serve as “Whip in Hands of 
People Against Badly Working Organs 
of State.” 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, April 20.—Democrati- 
zation of the Soviet system under 
the new Constitution now being 


formulated, will not lead to the 
creation of political parties or any 
organization opposed to the Com- 
munist party, according to the mag- 
azine Bolshevik, official organ of 
the Central Committee of the Com- 
munist party. 

The rew Constitution under study 
will grant the right of an equal vote 
to all Soviet citizens except those 
disfranchised by the courts. The 
class origin of the citizen will not 
be taken into account, the article 
said. The voting will be direct and 
secret and, according to Joseph 
Stalin, Soviet leader, as quoted in 
the magazine, will serve as a “whip 
in the hands of the people against 
badly working organs of _ the 
state.” 

No Special Class Interests. 


The “hopes oi our enemies,” the 
Bolshevik continued, “that the new 


Constitution will bring the creation | 
of new political parties and there-| 


fore weakening the influence of the 
Communist party, will soon be 
dashed.” 

It declared that voting “will be 
conducted on a higher’ level than 
under a capitalistic system where 
rival parties are created to repre- 
sent rival classes.” “Our system,” 
the magazine explained, “will be 
devoted solely to the ousting of 
bureaucrats and other unworthies 
and to the election of the best indi- 
viduals to office.” 

All this, the official magazine de- 
clared, can best be carried out 
within the boundaries of one gen- 
eral party. 

The Soviet state in its present 
phase of development can, in a con- 
ditional sense, still be called a 
“bourgeois” state, the Bolshevik 
stated. It explained this is due to 
the fact that it must carry on with 
certain traces. of capitalistic rule 
while building the base for their 
full elimination. 

The Socialist state as it present- 
ly exists in the Soviet Union, said 
the Moscow magazine, is represent- 
ed as the first and lowest stage in 
Communism and prepares the way 
for a higher social order by eradi- 
cating class distinctions and all in- 
equalities among individuals. 


Wage Basis Continued. 


As long as the present phase con- 
tinues, the magazine declared, there 
will be a need for the use of com- 
pulsion. The retention of the prin- 
ciple of payment according to qual- 
ity and quantity and the amount 
of labor performed must also con- 
tinue. » 

The first is necessary, said Bol- 
shevik, because while generations 
from the former class society still 
exists, there will be “bearers of 
traditions of capitalism” to keep 
in check. The second step is nec- 
essary until the means of produc-

Operation of New Farm Act. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
F a half-million farmers should con- 
verge upon Washington to discuss the 


make the headlines. But Washington has 
gone out to 10,000 farmers’ meetings and 
discussed the act without bothering the 
papers at all. Plenty of news all right, 
but scattered all over and difficult to 
round up. 

The Department of Agriculture has ad- 
mirable machinery and technique for de- 
livering information right into the farm- 
er’s lap, so to speak. Here is how the 
new law got down into my community: 
Thursday and Friday, March 26 and 27, 
Mr. Thorne, regional director of the North 
Central group of states, met at Columbia 
with a small group of extension service 
workers and others. Here the new law 
and its administrative rulings were ex- 
pounded and discussed in detail. 

On the following Monday, March 31, 
Messrs. Hearne and Trotter of the Mis- 
souri Extension Service appeared at New 
Madrid for an all-day educational meet- 
ing. This was attended by the county 
agents and a so-called temporary educa- 
tional committee of four: for each of the 
Southeast Missouri cotton-growing coun- 
ties. Here one day’s exploration and dis- 
cussion covered the ground traversed in 
two days at Columbia. 

The following Wednesday, Thursday 
and Friday, the County Agent and the 
educational committee carried the good 
news to township farmers’ meetings of 
about two hours’ duration. So, in two 


hours, we had to explain to farmers mat-| 
ters covered in two days at Columbia and | 
I think we. 


in one day at New Madrid. 
did a pretty good job. 

I started in at the big end of the funnel 
at Columbia, came down through New 
Madrid and out at the various township 
meetings. Ideas simplified and clarified 
as they went down and the filtered es- 
gence seemed to be absorbed by the 
farmers very readily. It very much needs 
to be absorbed quickly, because it is very 
e@ late to adjust 1936 farm practices to 
realize the purposes and qualify for the 
payments set up in the new farm act. 
Approval of the new law among farmers 
is almost universal, although many will 
be unable to perform under it this year. 

Many newspapers, including the 
Post-Dispatch, have severely criticised the 
new farm law because, they have said, it 
was much too hastily enacted for so im- 
portant a measure; and especially be- 
cause, since an economic emergency no 
longer exists in the industry of agricul- 
ture, there was no good reason for the 
haste required to rush the bill through 
the present Congress in time for its ad- 
ministration during the present crop year. 

I disagree with this view, first, because 
I know that the law was not hastily con- 
Jceived, and second, because I know that 
emergency exists as to nearly every farm 
product, either plainly now to be seen or 
known with certainty to be lurking just 
around the corner, The farm problem has 
not yet been solved, any more than some 
other economic problems that one could 
mention.

THOUGHTS ON GOVERNMENT. 
Speaking at Chicago the other day, President Roose- 
-velt’s uncle, Frederic A. Delano, the chairman of the 
new National Resources Committee, put hig finger 
on one of the weak spots in a highly centralized gov- 
ernment. Mr. Delano was making the point that 
the “minimum amount of direction” from the cen- 
tral authority is desirable in our form of government; 
that Washington should do only those things that the 
states cannot do for themselves. In this connection, 
he said: ? 

Men who have definite ideas feel that if they 
have all the authority and direction in their own 
hands, they can secure, for a time at least, a 
greater efficiency and net result. But eventually, 


there will be a very great loss from discouraging 
men in the field from doing their own thinking. 


That is one of the soundest arguments that can 
be made against the expansion of the Federal power 
beyond those fields in which only the Federal Gov- 
ernment can get results. If our system of govern- 
ment is to resist the challenge of other forms, we 
must have not merely political thinking at the top, 
but political thinking diffused throughout the coun- 
try. Our genius for local self-government—and to 
deny that we have such genius is to ignore the fact 
of our nationhood and its achievements—demands 
an opportunity for expression. If that opportunity 


hands of a few, our faculty of politica] thinking, of 
devising the measures best suited to our complex 
needs, must become, like any disused faculty, an 
atrophied and futile thing. 

Already we are seeing an alarming trend in this 


direction. “Let Washington do it” becomes increas- 


‘ingly. the pusillanimous slogan of once-proud state 
new Soil Conservation Act, that would | BtY Dp 


governments. It is not only the depression, with its 
emergency Federal measures, that has brought about 
this condition, but a long-continued shirking of their 
responsibilities by the state governments—and, be- 
yond that, a shirking of their responsibilities by 
the people, in their complacent attitude toward cheap- 
ness and cowardice in their elected state officials. 

The trouble is rooted in this complacency of the 
electorate. To get down to cases here in Missouri, it 
is rooted, for the moment, in the people’s failure 
to remove from the State Government the blighting in- 
fluence of a cynical and self-serving political ma- 
chine. Not till that influence is shaken off can the 
State realize the destiny intended for it, under the 
Constitution, as a great and independent entity of 
government. 

What the country needs, then, is not merely a self- 
denying ordinance on the part of the Federal Gov- 
ernment, but a will on the part of the people to set 
up state governments manned by untrammeled and 
resolute officials, able and willing to do their own po- 
litical thinking. If that kind of government pre- 
vailed in the states, unwarranted extensions of the 
Federal power would come up against a stone wall of 
resistance. Given that kind of government, Mis- 
souri could do fine things for itself—fine things 
even for the whole nation as a blazer of trails.

SHAKE HANDS WITH THE CAVE MAN. 

The poor old cave man has at last found a friend. 
This friend is Dr. Whitnall of Colgate University, a 
gentleman, a scholar and a college professor of pur- 
est ray serene. He qualifies as such, we submit, in 
coming to the front for a helpless client defamed in 
song and story and by all the cameras. 

As presented to us, the cave man was a tough hom- 
bre. Brute has been written in his slanting brow, 
in his prognathous jaw. His favorite indoor pastime, 
we've been led to believe, was that of dragging his 
wife around by her unbobbed locks and tapping her 
on the head with his club in his moments of levity. 
That was his technique as a lover and as head of 
the house.

Truth crushed to earth through countless centuries 
has finally arisen. The cave man, we are now reliably 
informed, was a simple, harmless, kindly bimbo. The 
miracle of dawn saw him stalking game for the day’s 
commissary. As he returned with a mammoth slung 
nonchalantly over his shoulder, he often paused to 
pluck an oak tree or a spreading elm which he ten- 
dered the light of his life with whatever grace of 
speech his gallantry devised. How he utilized the 
leisure of long, smiling afternoons may readily be 
surmised. With pardonable ego, he verified his prow- 
ess in the chase when he “carved that fight on a 
reindeer stone.” Dinner was served, and the stars 
came out to dazzle him, and “the moon hung red 
o’er the river's bed,” and he lifted his voice in praise.

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NO . ARYANS. 


The Nazis built up their powerful organization | 


around a racial theory that conferred all the ele- 
ments of superiority on the so-called “Aryan” race, 
of which the Germans were described as the choicest 
representatives. The latest to attack this theory is 
Prof. Julian Huxley, internationally known biologist 
and writer. “There cannot exist such a thing as an 
‘Aryan race’,” he says, “since the term ‘Aryan’ con- 
cerns language.” 

Prof. Huxley is not venturing on a debunking ex- 
pedition of his own, but actually is following in the 
footsteps of the man whose words were distorted to 
launch this widespread delusion. He was Max Muel- 


ler, a celebrated German scholar, who used the ex- 
pression in its proper sense, some 70 years ago, but 


found it misunderstood to mean race, and forming 


the basis of an extensive cult. His vigorous de- 
nunciation never caught up with the error. 


To me (Mueller wrote), an ethnologist who 
speaks of an Aryan race, Aryan blood, Aryan 


eyes and hair, is as great a sinner as a linguist 
who speaks of a dolicocephalic (long-headed) dic- 
tionary or a brachycephalic (broad-headed) gram- 
mar. It is worse than a Babylonian confusion of 
tongues—it is downright theft. If I say Aryan, 
I mean neither blood, nor bones, nor hair. nor 
skull. I mean simply those who speak an Aryan 
language. 


The Nazis now appear to be somewhat aware of 
the misusage, and are saying “Nordic race” instead 
af “Aryan race” in their edicts. This is almost as 
Ned. Huxley says: “At the present day, there exists 
no important human group which can -properly be 
called a race.” Another writer, 8. K. Padover, in For- 
eign Affairs, says: “The Germans are neither Aryan 
nor Nordic nor a race.” 

The tides of invasions and migrations have flowed 
over Germany for centuries, resulting in a people of

tar, Semitic. Save for a few isolated primitive tribes, 
the same is true everywhere else in the world. Na- 
tionalism is not enough, however, for Germany's Nazi 
masters, so they preserve the racial myth as a means 
of unifying and controlling the people. 
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TURMOIL IN SPAIN. 

The struggle to establish permanent and stable gov- 
ernment in Spain has gone on almost constantly since 
King Alfonso XIII was unseated from his throne, five 
years ago last week. At one extreme is a faction de- 
voted to Fascism; at the other is a group urging 
Communism. Seeking to keep the peace is Premier 
Azana’s Government, of definite Leftist tendencies, 
which faces the difficult task of reconciling the oppo- 
nents in Spain’s bloody struggle. 

Reaction breeds extremism, and makes the task 
of attaining stability doubly difficult. Spain’s course 


liberal democracy, followed by.a period of reactionary 
dominance and then a violent swing to the Left. 
Executions, widespread arrests, the burning of 
churches, fierce street rioting have marked the na- 
tion’s course. The Government now has launched a 
drastic campaign against the Fascist elements, whose 
control or elimination is necessary to attain the goal 
of democratic government. Then will come the ques- 
tion of whether the dominant Leftist faction will be 
content with a return to the republican Constitution, 
or will press for a government on the Soviet model. 

This is-a critical time for the struggling Republic. 
In fact, Harold J. Laski wrote recently: “It is the last 
chance of constitutionalism in Spain. It has to be 
pursued without revenge, for that would drive the 
Right to desperation. But it has also to be pursued 
without weakness, since there are forces in Spain 
ready to seize upon the first signs that the grip of 
the new regime falters.” 

The struggle to win or maintain liberty is an un- 
ceasing one throughout the world. The people of 
Spain have been bearing more than their share of 
the burden in the age-long contest. 
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. COUNTING BORAH OUT? 

The battle of Illinois, between the forces of Col. 
Knox and Senator Borah, is still raging. Knox 
headquarters are claiming all but three of the 49 
delegates chosen in the primary, notwithstanding 
Senator Borah carried 12 downstate districts. As the 
Borah people see it, the delegates in the districts 
won by the Senator are in honor obligated to re- 
spect the voice of the voters “just as definitely as 
if they were instructed by a convention.” That 
seemingly is the intent of the primary statute which 
provides that district results shall be “advisory.” 
The word “advisory” may fall short of mandatory, 
but if it means anything, it obviously means that 
the preferred contestant has a prior lien on the dele- 
gates’ support. Any other construction would strip 
the primary of every shred of significance; hang it 
out on a limb as an empty gesture. Mr. Borah may 
or may not be a formidable figure in the balloting 
at the Cleveland convention, but if downstate Illinois 
does not stand by him in the early roll calls, the 
Grand Old Party may have to reckon with him in 
the campaign. 
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THE COUNTY COURT AND PUBLIC HEALTH. 

The gratifying progress of the movement for re- 
organization of the St. Louis County Health De- 
partment, along lines laid down by the United States 
Public Health Service, is substantial evidence of how 
the County Court can function for civic good when 
its members do not permit their vision to be ob- 
scured by considerations of petty politics. 

Presiding Judge Thatcher has announced that a 
$12,000. Kéderal grant, with funds provided under 
authority of the Social Security Act, has been ap- 
proved by the Public Health Service, and that steps 
will be taken in a few days téward beginning the 
reorganization. An additional $8000 to $10,000 will 
go to the county from Washington University when 
that institution opens its new department of public 
health, probably next autumn, using the county 
health service as a model in the training of students. 

In return for these grants, the County Court has 
only to permit a scientific public health service. to 
be established under the direction of trained admin- 
istrators, who will be appointed by the court on rec- 
ommendation of Federal and State authorities. True, 
the $1000-a-year job of Dr. Edwin L. Sheahan as 
Health Commissioner will be abolished, but that of- 
ficial apparently need not be concerned, since he is 
still drawing $4300 a year as County Hospital superin- 
tendent, notwithstanding the ouster verdict returned 
against him by a Circuit Court jury recently. 

It is unfortunate that a majority of the County 
Court could not see its way clear to take the same 
public-spirited stand on administration of the hos- 


' pital as it seems to be taking on the closely related 
question of public health administration. 
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TURKEY’S SHIFT TO DIRECT ACTION. 

After departing from the German method by 
launching negotiations to modify a treaty, Turkey 
has adopted the Nazi plan of direct action, at least 
to the extent of marching troops into the demilita- 
rized Dardanelles region, which she proposes to for- 
tify. Save for the formal note that preceded it, the 
Turkish action now: virtually parallels Germany's oc- 
cupation of the Rhineland. It is unlikely, however, 
that the result will be a crisis in Eastern Europe 
comparable to that produced by Hitler’s step in 
Western Europe. The nations concerned seem ready 
to concede Turkey’s right to fortify the region. 

Britain’s reply was cordial, and indicated that the 
request would be approved if free navigation through 
the Straits were guaranteed. Britain seized the oppor- 
tunity, in its praise of Turkey’s method, to deliver a 


backhanded slap at Germany, which asked nobody’s 


,consent. Under the Czars, Russia sought to con- 


quer the Straits, but the Soviet Union has long been 
_a stanch supporter of Turkish sovereignty. Mos- 
/cow now has announced approval of Turkey’s efforts 
to obtain modification of the treaty. Greece, another 
| neighbor, is expected to favor Turkey’s demand and 
to ask at the same time for permission to fortify 
various Greek islands off the coast of Asia Minor. 

Whether Turkey's military occupation of the. zone 
will affect the attitude of the other nations toward 
her claims remains to be seen. France, Italy and 
Japan, also signatories of the Lausanne Treaty, are 
yet to. be heard from. The whole episode, whatever 
its outcome, points out again the progressive decay 
of the treaties and the swiftness with which the 
world is adding to its burden of armaments.

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Cold Cash for Hot Checks 3 


Forging checks is a large and lucrative underworld profession, writers report; many 
methods, including artful ruses and mailbox robbery, are used by crooks to obtain 
signatures, balances and blanks; innocent persons often are sent to present 
forgeries at tellers window; several safeguards suggested for preventing losses

N a big year, Americans will shove 
| enrougn cashiers’ wickets checks totaling 

as high as 700 billion dollars. With so vast 
a sum at stake, the existence of a large and 
active forgery profession is hardly to be 
wondered at, in view of our resourceful un- 
derworld and its whopping appetite fgr easy 
money. 

So swift and so widespread are the raids 
of the forger bands that one can never be 
absolutely certain, when thumbing through 
one’s canceled checks at the end of the 
month, that a forgery will not be found 
among them. 

If a forgery does turn up in the bundle, 
it may very likely have arrived there via 
the “mailbox routine,” one of the favorite 
methods of the mobile forgery mobs which 
criss-cross the country. This operation was 
recently demonstrated by a crew which 
worked Portland, Me., Worcester and Spring- 
field, Mass., New York, Philadelphia and 
Baltimore in one circuit. 

” - a 


Most vulnerable to this technique are peo- 
ple whose mail containers are easily accessi- 
ble: roadside boxes in rural districts, vesti- 
bule boxes in city apartments, doorstep 
boxes in the suburbs. Early in the month, 
when bank statements are delivered, the 
mail thieves make their rounds, collecting 
envelopes containing bank statements and 
canceled checks. These envelopes are easily 
recognized from their size and bulk, and 
are readily snatched by the nimble-fingered 
experts. / 

After making a record of prospective vic- 
tims’ bank balances and tracing their signa- 
tures, the statements are returned to the 
mail boxes. Next, the forger obtains check 
blanks from the various banks involved. He 


. is then equipped with the three essentials of 


his craft: blank checks, signatures and 
knowledge of the state of accounts to be 
raided. 

Because the riskiest transaction in the en- 
tire forgery operation is the actual presen- 
tation of the hot check at the teller’s win- 
dow, this little chore is generally assigned 
by the forger to others. An innocent party, 
perhaps a girl, is sent to the bank, shad- 
owed by a member of the mob. If there ap- 
pears to be any question about the check, if 
the girl is questioned too closely, the shadow 
phones the mob, which vanishes before the 
chase begins. Generally a “feeler,” or small 
check, is sent through before a large forg- 
ery is attempted. If the feeler clears, the 
mob releases the large checks. 

™ . + 

The resourcefulness of some of these ma- 
rauders is almost beyond belief. One of 
them forged his own pardon out of a Texas 
prison. Another pulled the beard of the law 
itself by posing as a traveling agent of the 
California State prison. Equipped with a 
complete set of bogus credentials, finger- 
prints and handcuffs, he cashed forged sal- 
ary and expense checks, drawn against the 
prison account, while ostensibly “in pur- 
suit of escaped prisoners.” 

Forgers have developed a wide repertoire 
of ruses for obtaining signatures, checks and 
balances. One of them once attended an 
elaborate church funeral, dressed as a vis- 
iting clergyman. When the funeral proces- 
sion was about to leave for the cemetery, he 


feigned illness and asked to be allowed to 
“rest” in the pastor's study. While resting, 
he helped himself to a number of blank 
checks bearing the imprint of the church, 
traced the treasurer’s signature, and the 
next day cleaned out the church checking 
account. 

Another crook specializes in victimizing 
lawyers. After first making sure, by tele- 
phoning, that the attorney is out of his of- 
fice, he blusters into the office in the role 
of an old friend of the lawyer, jollies his sec- 
retary into letting him use the lawyer’s desk 
for writing a note, which, he says, he wants 
to leave far his “old friend.” At an unob- 
served moment, he quickly appropriates 
some of the attorney’s blank checks and 
canceled vouchers. The rest, as we have 
seen, is easy. 

Last year, a series of forgeries occurred in 
Seattle. Business offices were entered on 
Saturday afternoons. While part of the gang 
flooded the city with checks drawn on the 
blanks of the burglarized firms, one of their 
number was stationed at the firm’s tele- 
phone to handle calls from suspicious per- 
sons who quéstioned the checks before cash- 
ing them. Another “Saturday afternoon 
crew” swept through Endicott and Johnson 
City, N. Y., recently, and garnered more 
than $5000 for their afternoon's perform- 
ance. 

A favored method of obtaining signatures 
is to involve the intended dupe, upon some 
pretext, in correspondence. The signature 
following the “Very truly yours” will serve 
very nicely as a model to be traced on bogus 
checks. 


Suppose, one day, you do discover that 
your name has been forged to a check—then 
what? According to the law, the relation- 
ship between you and your bank is that of 
creditor and debtor. Your bank owes you 
the money you have placed in its care until 
this money is paid out according to your di- 
rection. 

If the bank pays on a fraudulent check. 
it is not according to your direction, and, 
however convincing the forgery may be, it's 
the bank’s loss, not yours. If, however. the 
loss is traceable to “undue negligence” on 
your part, the loss may fall on you. And 
again, if you personally accept another per- 
son’s check and the bank later brands it a 
forgery, the loss is yours. 

Always check your canceled vouchers 
against your stubs as soon as you receive 
them. This is your part in helping your bank 
guard against forgery. Take care that your 
mailbox is not an open invitation to mail 
thieves. As for cashing checks, the Ta- 
coma Police Department has formulated a 
set of rules that will be effective anywhere: 

1. Insist that the home address be put on 
the check. Check this with the city direc- 
tory. 

2. Ask to see driver’s license, check sig- 
nature, bank books, name of wife or hus- 
band, where employed. Check these if it 
seems advisable. 

3. Ask who their neighbors are, 
check. 

Few bad-check passers will have satisfac- 
tory answers for all these questions. Inci- 
dentally, Tacoma is known as “a very tough 
town” for hot-check artists.

members of the St. Louis Bird Club 
and the Webster Groves Nature 
Study Society who made bird walks 
yesterday and Saturday that spring 
actually had arrived. 

A few dreary, dun-colored juncos, 
well-known as harbingers of win- 
ter, chirped disconsolately despite 
the spring songs that the warm sun- 
shine inspired in gayer birds. But 
the feeble protests of these laggards 
were outweighed by the confiding 
olive-brown phoebes’ continued 
“pewit-phoebe,” and the competitive 
“peabody-peabody” of the handsom- 
est members of the sparrow family, 
the white-throated sparrows. 

Members of the Webster Groves 
group, who made a walk in the Fern 
Glen region, two miles west of Val- 
ley Park, found one phoebe sitting 
on a nest and another flying away 
for a brief respite from warming 
her eggs. Both the nests were un- 
der bridges. The members of this 
group saw 34 species of birds, ,in- 
cluding the grasshopper sparrow 
whose buzzy series of short notes 
coming from a field of wheat stub- 
ble and brush justified its name. 

A few pileated woodpeckers, 
nearly as big as crows and equipped 
with three-inch bills, were seen aft- 
er their weird cry, a cross between 
a crow’s caw and a startled hen’s 
cackle, was heard. The scarlet crest 
running from the bill to the base 


to the greenish black coat. 
Another group of bird lovers 
that went out as far as De Soto 
reported their most interesting ob- 
servation was a flock of upland 
plovers, a species classified as wad- 


ent of water and inhabiting fields 
and meadows. Their call is a long, 
melodious whistle. 

30 Species Seen at Creve Coeur. 

Those who went to the end of 
the Creve Coeur car line reported 
seeing about 30 species, including 
the black-crowned night herons, 
the gray-cheeked thrushes, 
finches and numerous 
finches. 

Forty-one .species were noted in 
Forest Park, veteran members re- 
marking that they had not seen so 
many quail there in several years. 
The hermit thrush, its clear, sil- 
ver-belled voice silent during mi- 
gration, was observed hopping 
about with its tail characteristical- 
ly tilted upward. Dull gray female 
cowbirds ‘lumbered overhead, quite 
likely looking for the nests of birds 
that they mean to victimize by lay- 
ing eggs in them, as one bird enthu- 
siast remarked. The _ red-winged 
blackbirds, known as “officer 
birds” because of the red epaulettes 
on their shoulders, were numerous.

Bar Association is strongly in favor 
of better juries. Jt is not trying to 
influence the size of verdicts, either 
to make them larger or smaller. 


“It is trying to improve the type 
of juror who shall serve on juries, 
both civil and criminal, in our Cir- 


cuit Court; to a en the citizens 
of this city to th duty to serve 
on juries when called; to make cer- 
tain that jurors will be truly repre 
sentative of the entire community, 
prejudiced neither for or against 
any case, but honest intelligent men 
who recognize that in the capacity 
of jurors they play an important 
part in the administration of jus- 
tice and who will decide the issues 
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in every case solely upon the merits 
thereof.” 
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By its resolution, the Lawyers’ 
Association for the first time took 
an open stand in opposition to the 
older ,Bar Association.

Counsel Arguing Suits to Bar 
Federal Loans for~ City- 
Owned Power Plants. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, April 2. 
Counsel for private power com- 
panies opposing the use of PWA 
funds for municipal plants today 
charged Government agencies were 
“roaming recklessly in the field of 
private industry.” 

The statement was made by Dean 
Acheson, former New Deal Under- 
secretary of the Treasury, who pre- 
sented five combined suits chal- 
lenging the constitutionality of the 
PWA to the District of Columbia 
Supreme Court. 

Chief Justice Wheat, sitting dur- 
ing the illness of Justice Jennings 
Bailey who had been assigned to 
the trial, asked Acheson to explain 
what he meant when he said PWA 
representatives were “not doing 
what should be done.” 

“They are roaming around reck- 
lessly in th. field of private indus- 
try,” Acheson replied, “picking out 
toys to play with.” 

Cites Case of TVA. 

Contending the PWA purpose of 
re-employment was a minor factor 
in the case of municipal power 
plants, Acheson described the ne- 
gotiations between the Tennessee 
Valley Authority and the Alabama 
Power Co. for the distribution of 
TVA power months before plans 
were made for municipal plants at 
Decatur, Florence, Sheffield, Tus- 
cumbia, Russellville, Guntersville ; 
anad Hartsell. The Alabama com- 
pany is a litigant in the present 
action. 

“The defendants in these suits,” 
Acheson said, “refused to lend PWA 
funds to these municipalities for 
their own plants until after TVA 
negotiations failed. There certain- 
ly was no contemplation of labor 
employment involved in that proce- 
dure.” 

He charged the Texas projects 
involved in the suits were “a waste 
of funds and duplication of facili- 
ties already oversupplying the lim- 
ited market.”

Alexander Holtzoff, special assist- 
ant to the Attorney-General, indi- 
cated Government counsel would 
build its case on the decision of 
Circuit Judge Parker at Charlotte, 
N. C., upholding the constitutional- 
ity of PWA loans and grants for a 
publicly owned and operated power 
system in Greenwood County, 8. C. 

Parker’s decision has been ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court of 
the United States. 

Holtzoff said an “emergency” had 
made PWA necessary to the gen- 
eral welfare and that financing of 
municipal power plants was with- 
in the scope of the purpose of Con-

MANY DELINQUENT BOYS 
COME FROM BROKEN HOMES 


Bellefontaine Farms School Princi- 
pal Says Failure in Studies Is 
Another Factor. 


Undesirable home conditions, bad 
associates and failure in school stud- 
ies are the principal gactors con- 
tributing to juvenile delinquency, 
George McClelland, principal of the 
school at Bellefontaine Farms, city 
institution for juvenile delinquents, 
said yesterday in a talk in the Com- 
munity Forum broadcast 

Records at Bellefontaine Farms, 
he said, show that between 70 and 
80 per cent of the boys sent there 
come from broken homes; 91 per 
cent have failed in school, and prac- 
tically all of them have been asso- 
ciated with bad companions, With 
these causes of delinquency in 
mind, he said, treatment of the va- 
rious cases becomeés simpler. The 
boys must be placed in a new en- 
vironment, given peaceful and har- 
monious home surroundings, and 
provided with school work which 
will arouse their interest. 

“The success or failure of the 
movement for reforming delinquent 
boys depends directly upon those 
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instrusted with the task,” McClel- 
lan said. “They should be men and 
women of high moral character. 
They should be skilled in handling 
boys. They should be interested in 
their work and have the boys’ best 
interests at heart.”

ORE than any political spokes- 
man in the United States, the 
President has the power to cre- 
ate a vision, to give form to a 
dream. More than any political 
spokesman, he has the adventurous- 
ness to envisage a future, where 
“alabaster cities gleam undimmed 
by human tears.” He believes that 


man does not live by bread alone, | 
but by faith and hope and charity | 


as well. and has the courage not to 
fear pathos, without which there is 
no moving art. Now, as in 1932, his 
greatest single political asset is in- 
spiration. And he indicated at Bal- 
timore on Monday that in 1936, as 
in 1932, he will ride forth gallant- 
ly under the banner: With Faith 
Toward the Future.

There is political percipience in 
this. For one thing it diverts at- 
tention from a good many unholy 
messes in Washington. But there 
is something more in it than this. 
The President is a modern man, by 
which I mean that he genuinely 
and instinctively feels the spirit 
of the times. He is modern in the 
sense that Edward VIII is. He 
has a very considerable intuition, 
an almost seismographic sensibil- 
ity to tendencies of thought, and 
more importantly, to tendencies of 
emotion, and this gives him an 
evangelical quality. 

Above all, it is a quality which 
appeals to youth. Last week the 
President was addressing the young 
Democrats, and in such surround- 
ings he is always at his best. For 
youth lives neither in the past nor 
in the present, but in the future. 
Youth is ardent; youth is vague, 
and youth is interested in ends 
and contemptuous or impatient of 
means, “The temper of our youth 
has become restless... critical... 
challenging,” said the President. 
“Flaming Youth has become a flam- 
ing question. ... Youth wants to

P TO the late 1890's, when Fa- 
U ther walked in the front door of 
| his home and closed it behind 
him, he shut out the world.
